And it all came about through the seizure of the rum schoon­ 
er Henry L. Harshall, grabbed by Federal authorities off the At­ 
lantic coats while laying to outside the three mile limit with her 
captain eagerly awaiting disposal of his cargo of hootch. 
Tipplers 
have rested secure, in the past, that once outside the three mile 
limit there was no ban on booze, and nautical bootleggers have 
quietly slipped up and down along the three mile line and plied 
their trade within sight of shore. Now it is all changed. De­ 
partment of Justice officials have delved back through the law and 
statute books, and finally unearthed a long-forgotten section of 
the Revised Statutes dealing with smuggling and the transfer of 
contraband goods, which forbids vessels of any register from un­ 
loading cargoes within four leagues (twelve miles) of the coast 
without permits. That extra nine miles will probably go a long 
way in boosting the price of booze illegally peddled almost from 
door to door.

Up in Chicago the City Council recently appointed a com­ 
mittee to investigate the high cost of living in the Windy City. 
One of the members of the aforesaid committee actually took his 
life in ihs hands, it seems, when he addressed a delegation of man­ 
agers and proprietors of hash factories, beaneries, and arm-chair 
joints, saying: 


"It is not necossavy for you to charge 15 and 20 cents for a 
five-cent bowl of soup to 'help win the war.' 
Evidently you have 
not heard of it, but the war is over and hundreds of. ex-service 
men are walking the streets, jobless and hungry. Twenty cents 
for a few spoonfuls of soup that costs you about 1 1-2 cents does 
not make a hit with these'boys. 


Now if other members of this committee could make similar 
Bpecches to those at the head of other establishments contributing 
to the present unstabilized and unstandardized cost of living, and 
their words would have any effect at all toward reducing price 
on those commodities now above a fair average price, we are in 
fhvor of asking this committee to tour Western and Central Penn 
sylvania in a similar cause.

During the first six month? of 1921 
the Ikureau of Chemistry 
collected 
and analyzed 2,322 samples, these in­ 
cluding all kinds of fertilizers, feeding 
stuffs' and lime products. 


As a result of these analyses, iifty- 
six prosecutions were ordered for vio­ 
lation of the various state laws cov­ 
ering feeding stuffs and fertilizers. Of 
this numbe, 27 prosecutions were or­ 
dered against dealers selling fertiliz­ 
ers not registered, while twenty were 
ordered against dealers selling feed­ 
ing stuffs not in conformity with the 
law.
